This celebrated modern playwright is dead.
He was born at Newark-upon-Trent in 1524,
was brought on the stage from the cradle, his
falber being mauager of the Lincolashire
Circus, with a family of thirteen children, all
of whom embraced the drama as a profession,
He was educated at Spalding, Lincoloshire;
remained there till the age of seventecn,
when ke commenced that ecareer which
he followed with such persistency and indom-
itable pluck that success at last crowned his
efforts. When bnt eighteen years of age he
translated the CUersioun Brothers, Faust and
Marguerite, and geveral other plays for Laoy,
the great dramatio publisher and bookseller,
London, Fora number of years he wrote
dramwns for the minor theatres, which mel
with only moderate success. He contributed
also to Punch aud Fun and various periodi-
cale, and hus written leading articles and dra-
matie eriticisms for daily aud weekly papers.
Yet Lo siruggled on through many aond hard
privations, and suffered all the well.known
trials of young authors,
